Pietermaritzburg, Natal, Feb. 
9.—There is every indication that 
trouble of the most serious nature 
has commenced among the color- 
ed population of South Africa, 
and @ native rising of stupendous 
proportions is feared. An effort 
was made to collect poll tay from 
the natives near Richmond, and a 
elash with the officials occurred. 
Armed nativts resisted the 
teculon of the tax, and in the en- 
suing fight an inspector of police 
aud a trooper were wounded with 
While a body of fourteen 
mounted police were proceeding 
io the scene of the trouble the 
party was ambushed and six po- 
licemen were killed. Their bodies 
have been picked up by remforce- 
ments. From Capetown it is re- 
ported that the demands of the 
colored population have become 
insistent. Natives of the 
Transvaal and Orange River col- 
ony want full political rights. 
The African colored political as- 
sociation, representing all South 
Africa, is preparing a monster pe- 
ition to King Edward, asking for 
all the political rights enjoyed by 
the whites, which will be present- 
ed in London by a deputation of 
colored men from South Africa.

It is 
doubted whether Castro can raise more 
that 16,000 men who will take the field 
with any show of spirit.

At Erebus harbour the expe- 
dition viewed the last cainping 
place of the unfortunate Frank- 


lin, on Beachey island. Here 
also, the headquarters of the 
search expeditions from the easi- 
ward were established for a num- 
ber of years; the place, indeed, 
is redolent of the memory of gal- 
lant men enduring great hard- 
ships in the effort to rescue un- 
fortunate comrades. 

“On the shore,’ says the  re- 
port, “lay uwo large boats badly 
damagea by ice. Un a low ter- 
race, immediately behind was 
the frame of a large store house 
containing many casks of provi- 
sions, partly broken and _ spoil- 
ed. Scattered about were hun- 
dreds of tins which had held a 
patent preserved meat and rotten 
and condemned by the Franklin 
party. Broken casks, hoops and 
staves, with hundreds of leather 
boot soles, were strewn every- 
where. On the next terrace, a 
few yards behind the house, is 
the wooden cenotaph erected by 
i.e relief expeditions to the mem- 
ory of the Franklin expedition, 
while lying alongside, was the 


iarge marble slab sent as a token ° 


of respect to the gallant dead by 


American citizens. On the

A number of cases ot bis- 
cuits and butter, for the Norwe- 
gian Magnetic Pote expedition, 
had. been left, a few days before 
the arrival of the Neptune, by a 
Scotch whaler and were piled 
against the boiler, with the Dan- 
ish flag flying over them 

While the barren Jands of the 
Far North were thus shown to 
be not altogether uevoid of coin- 
mercial resources which might 
supply traffic to a regular line of 
transportation, a party under 
Mr Charles Camsell, was explor- 
ing the headwaters of the Severn 
river, which has been suggested 
by many as the proper boundary 
line between that part of Kee- 
watin which should come to Man 
itoba and the other part of the 
new territories which should go 
to the new provinces. ‘The coun- 
try covered was irom Lac Seul 
to a short distance from Lake 
Severn, in 540 latitude, a dis- 
tance of some three hundred miles 
as the crow. flies. Side trips 
were also taken to various lakes 
and branches of the Severn riv- 
er. 

The land was. generally low, 
seldom exceeding 100 feet above 
the sea level. The streams and 
rapids and falls are common. 
At Dawes’ Falls there is a drop 
of twelve feet, at an angle of 45 
degrees. 

At Dawes’ Falls there is a dis- 
trict where birch as found every- 
where. White and red pine are 
only noted in the southern part 
of Lac Seul.
